A  committee 
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Convention  Problems 

Aa  our  reader*  know  the  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  Convention  meets 
May  6  at  Houston,  Texas.  From 
a  few  thousand  members  and  a 
few  states  the  Convention  now  has 
more  than  seven  million  members 
and  covers  territory  from  Alaska 
to  Miami  and  from  the  Atlantic 
to  the  Pacific. 

Years  ago  there  were  only  a 
few  hundred  in  attendance;  now 
it  has  grown  far  above  the  ten 
thousand  mark. 

Where  formerly  receipts  were 
counted  in  thousands  of  dollars, 
we  now  deal  in  millions. 

All  this  amazing  and  marvelous 
growth  has  not  only  increased  our 
opportunities,  but  our  problems. 
And  each  year  they  grow  larger 
and  more  numerous.  Not  being 
a  prophet  we  cannot  name  all  the 
problems  that  will  come  before 
the  convention  but  we  give  below 
a  few  that  seem  certain  to  be  dis¬ 
cussed. 

1.  It  is  proposed  that  the  Exec¬ 
utive  Committee  be  enlarged  by 
about  one-third.  Arguments  are 
being  made  both  pro  and  con.  On 
other  pages  will  be  found  articles 
concerning  this  change.  Personally 
we  doubt  the  wisdom  of  the  sug¬ 
gested  change.  It  is  already  large 
enough.  One  argument  favoring 
the  change  is  that  some  of  the 
smaller  states  have  as  much  rep¬ 
resentation  as  larger  stales.  So 
do  small  states  in  the  United  States 
Senate.  The  enlargement  of  the 
F.xecutive  Committee  would  lend 
to  create  a  small  convention.  Cer¬ 
tainly  it  cannot  be  said  that  as 
now  constituted,  the  F-xecutive 
Committee  is  not  representative. 
Nor  have  we  seen  any  evidence 
that  smaller  states  are  exerting  an 
undue  influence.  If  we  enlarge  on 
the  basis  of  members  we  may  soon 
see  someone  proposing  that  states 
that  give  the  largest  sums  for 
aouthwidc  work  be  given  extra 
representation.  And  we  would  also 
remind  you  that  the  present  set¬ 
up  feems  to  be  doing  a  good  job. 

2.  At  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Virginia  convention,  by  a  small 
majority,  it  was  voted  to  ask  that 
the  state  be  allowed  “to  suggest 
to  the  Committee  oa  Committees 
two  persons  for  the  committee  to 
consider  in  its  nomination  of  a 
representative  for  Virginia)  on 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention’s 
Committee  on  Boards.”  Again  we 
doubt  the  wisdom  of  such  action. 
If  all  states  should  do  as  Virginia 
asks  to  be  allowed  to  do  we  would 
soon  have  a  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  of,  by  and  for  state  con¬ 
ventions.  The  present  plan  is 
working  well,  left  keep  it. 

3.  A  president  h  to  be  elected. 
We  know  of  many  who  would 
make  a  good  president.  We  have 
no  candidate  nor  are  we  working 
for  anyone.  We  do  resent  the  ef¬ 
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forts  of  some  to  play  politics.  The 
few  letters  we  have  received  ask¬ 
ing  that  we  support  and  use  our 
influence  for  this  or  that  person 
have  received  no  attention  nor  re¬ 
ply.  We  do  not  approve  of  such. 

4.  From  the  amount  of  talk  that 
we  have  heard  at  various  meetings 
there  is  much  sentiment  favoring 
the  discharging  of  the  so-ealled 
(Gardner  Committee.  Its  title  when 
first  named  was  “On  Relations 
with  Other  Bodies.”  The  past  few 
reports  bear  no  resemblance  to 
the  title.  With  most  of  the  reports 
submitted  we  agree  but  we  should 
do  one  of  two  things:  (1)  Change 
its  name  to  conform  with  what  it 
is  doing  or  (2)  Discharge  the  com¬ 
mittee. 

5.  The  Radio  Commission  will 
again  ask  to  be  allowed  to  solicit 
offerings  for  Hs  work.  If  this  privi¬ 
lege  aa  to  be  coritinued.  we  should 
also  open  the  doors  to  all  other  _ 
agencies.  However,  It  seems  that 
most  of  them  in  one  way  or  an¬ 
other*  are  managing  to  do  what 
the  Badio  Commission  is  author¬ 
ized  to  do. 

8.  One  pastor,  perhaps  others, 
is  suggesting  that  each  state  be  al¬ 
lotted  rotes  according  to  member¬ 
ship  and  that  on  controversial 
questions,  messengers  from  •  Mate 
caucus  and  then  cast  the  vote  of 
that  state.  Space  does  not  permit  a 
full  explanation. 

7.  There  may  be  discussion  con¬ 
cerning  merging  the  Radie  Com¬ 
mission  with  the  Home  Mission 
Board.  We  first  favored  such  a 
move.  Since  studying  the  matter 
more  thoroughly  and  securing  in¬ 
formation  that  we  did  not  then 
have  we  doubt  the  wisdom  of  such 
a  move.  But  we  do  think  that  the 
radio  business  should  be  put  in 
the  hands  of  one  agency.  If  the 
Badio  Commission  is  to  be  con¬ 
tinued  as  a  separate  agency  it 
would  be  wise  to  discontinue  the 
Home  Board  radio  program.  Let 
the  Badio  Commission  handle  it. 
We  recall  in  times  past  when  the 
Baptist  Hour  came  on  at  7:30 
a.  m..  that  the  Home  Board  pro¬ 
gram  followed  shortly  thereafter. 

To  those  of  you  who  are  going 
to  Houston,  we  suggest  that  you 
think  on  these  things  and  be  pre¬ 
pared  to  vote  intelligently.  Don’t 
wait  until  yon  get  there  to  think 
things  over.  And  when  you  do 
get  there  vote  according  to  the 
facts  and  not  because  some  tear- 
jerker  makes  a  factless  appeal  to 
your  emotions. 

To  those  who  are  not  going, 
think  these  things  over  and  dis¬ 
cuss  them  with  the  messengers 
who  will  go  from  your  church. 

We  believe  all  want  to  do  what 
ia  right  and  what  will  he  beat  for 
God’s  work.  Let’s  earnestly  seek 
God’s  will  and  then  whatever  the 
decision,  help  to  make  it  a  success.
